ommendations &s to how they should 
be considered by the senate.

confident of a vote on the resolution 
before adjournment tonight. 


As soon as a vote could be taken, 


Chairman Hale of the naval com- 
mittee was ready to begin a lengthy 
address opening the case of those 
opposed to ratification.

Arthur Conan Doyle, is dead. While 
his literary output did not equal the 
volume or quality of several of his con- 
temporaries, his name is justly cele- 
brated as perhaps the greatest detec- 
tive story teller. His Sherlock Holmes 
rtales are classics and will undoubtedly 
endure as highspots in the field of fic- 
tion. 
Like many other writers Sir 


Arthur made his reputation on a single 
character, a single narrative in serial 
form. Some of the great books of the 
world have been produced by men and 
women whose other writings were in- 
consequential or of minor irnoortance. 
People have always had a weakness for 
stories dealing with crime and mys- 
tery. Probably no author has ever sat- 
isfied this desire so vividly and com- 
pletely as Conan Doj-ie, His Sherlock 
Holmes' adventures eclipse anything 
Gaboriau ever wrote.

ITALY SHOWS INTEREST 


Italy is interested in the proposal of 


M. Briand for organization of a "Unit- 
ed States of Europe." In its reply to 
the memorandum sent out by the 
French foreign minister, the 
Italian 


government declared its willingness to 
participate in discussions. The opinion 
is offered that special principles ought 
to be observed as a basis,for the pour- 
parlers. It is suggested that a system 
of cooperation should be founded on 
the idea of a union wherein will be re- 
spected the absolute sovereignty and 
political independence of all states. It- 
aly is particularly solicitous about pro- 
tecting the rights of the minor states 
and about wiping out the lines of de- 
marcation between victorious and con- 
quered peoples. In other words, all 
participants in the union would be rat- 
ed as equals in the limited political 
conception of its origin. All prejudices 
and disadvantages imposed by past 
wars would have to be eliminated. In 
this one respect the union would prox- 
imate that of the United States but of 
course it would not be analogous in 
any other political sense. 


Italy further 
belie'ves that Russia 


and Turkey should be invited to take 
part in the organization of the union. 
"Xot to invite these two countries," it 
declares "is in contradiction with the 
scope of European solidarity which 
you wish to reach. The lack of an in- 
vitation at this time will prejudice the 
adhesion of these two countries later." 
This is an important point, elucidation 
of which will require clear and careful 
thinking. 
The arguments in favor 


of the Italian idea are apparent but on 
the other hand there are arguments 
against it. The decision must depend 
upon which course will promote to the 
greater degree European solidarity. 


Turkey's European possessions now 


are small but her influence in the near 
East is great as well as throughout the 
Moslem world and in view of the 
peaceful revolution which is rapidly 
occidentalizing jthe republic, it ought 
to be easily assimilated. Russia is an- 
other matter. It is a grave question 
whether she could be made to behave 
in such an enterprise, and whether she 
would not be a disturber and possibly a 
destroyer of the real intent and pur- 
poses of the plan. At any rate, Italy's 
favorable answer clothes the Briand 
scheme with a practical importance 
that is lifceljr to gather- momentum as 
the other countries are heard from.

Pests Increase in Warm 


Weather and Will Damage 
Flocks, Agent Says 


Poultry parasites may increase so 


rapidly during the warm "weather as 
to cause losses to Outagamie-co poul- 
try flocks, unless prevented 
from 


doing so by proper methods, warns 
County Agent Gus Sell. 


TYarm weather means a rapid in- 


crea*?e in poultry parasites and it is 
possible for a single pair of lice or 
mites to cause a heavy parasite in- 
festation in a very short tune, be 
points out. 


A relatively new, but very effec- 


tive method of killing poultry lice, 
recommended by J. B. Hayes, poul- 
try specialist, of the "Wisconsin Col- 
lege of Agriculture, is that of paint- 
ing th© roosts with black leaf 40, a 
commercial form of nicotive 
sul- 


phate. This material should be ap- 
plied about a half hour before the 
chickens go to roost, Hayes advises. 
Another method he suggests is that 
of treating the birds 
individually 


with sodium flouride as a dip or 
grease. 


Mires can be effectively controlled 


according to Hayes, by painting the 
roosts and nests once each year with 
some 
good 
wood 
preservative. 


Drained crank case oil f*>n also be 
used for their purpose, but needs to 
be put on oftener. 


Hayes advises that it is impossible 


to kill Lee on poultry by putting 
pills in the drinking water or by 
such methods as hanging old banana 
stalks in. the poultry house.
